In the death of Dr. Lucien Warner on July 30 last, Oberlin College lost one of the 
most potent and wholesome personal factors of its history. 


Dr. Warner received from Oberlin his A.B. in 1865, and an A.M. in 1870. Only 
eight years after his graduation, he was made a “Corresponding Member from the 
Alumni on the Board of Trustees.” When the Board of Trustees of the College was 
reorganized, with regular provision for alumni trustees, Dr. Warner was elected among 
4 the first of that group, and continued an alumni trustee until his death. His entire 
and continuous connection with the Board was fifty-two years. Dr. Warner was a 
most valuable Trustee throughout the entire period of his membership in the Board, 
giving unstintedly of time, and thought, and means. His judgment was of rare sound: 
ness and his spirit magnanimous, and both qualities called out the trust and admiration 
of his fellow Trustees, and made him a natural and encouraging leader in the Board.

Dr. Warner gave repeatedly and generously to Oberlin’s needs. The most notable 
of his material gifts were the building for the Conservatory of Music and the building 
for the Men’s Gymnasium. Both buildings were greatly needed and came at a most re] 
opportune time. 


The College conferred upon Dr. Warner in 1900 the degree of Doctor of Laws, 
in fitting recognition of the services he was rendering to various Christian and philan- 
thropic organizations. We think most truly of Dr. Warner when we think of him, 
not as gone, but as still in the midst of a life and work, permeated with the spirit 
of Christ and of the endless years.

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THE STUDENT COUNCIL 


HE Student Council, consisting of nine members, seven of whom were 
elected by the student body by popular vote, is not only the central gov- 
erning body, but is also responsible for the functions of the Associated 
Students. Under the revision, the Student Council is the Board of Direc- 
tors, legally, for the Associated Students of Oberlin College. The Repre- 
sentative of Forensics, Publications, and Clubs who is an elected member 
to the Council, is directly responsible for the supervision of the duties of the former 
Board of Associated Students. The other members of the Council include the Presi 
dent, Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer. The Treasurer is also Chairman of 
the Student Chest and Chairman of the Finance Committee of the Council. This 
latter body controls the subsidiary organizations through a budget system of finance 
which was adopted in the Fall of 1925. The other two elected members of the Council 
are the Men’s Representative and the Women’s Representative. Their duties are con- 
cerned with the details of college and campus courtesy. The President of the Men’s 
Senate and the President of the Women’s League are ex-officio members of the Council, 
and by their connection unite the men’s and women’s governing bodies under this

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THE WOMEN > LEAGUE 


The Women’s League is the governing body of the women on the campus. It has 
its Senate, Executive Board, and its Co-operative Committee with the Faculty and 


Joint Council. Through these groups it carries on its various activities. 


For several years now an effort has been made to broaden the scope of the League 
so as to include all of women’s interests as well as self government. This year that 
effort has been rewarded by obtaining two rooms in the Women’s Building, which 
will for the first time give the League permanent headquarters. It is hoped that this 


building may now be the center of women’s activities on the campus. 


That the students are extending their interests beyond local problems was clearly 
seen at the Wellesley Conference of Women Student Governments last fall, where 
national and international affairs of students were discussed with enthusiasm. It is 
toward this broader scope of knowledge and interest that the Women’s League is 
working.

The Women’s Senate is perhaps the most important part of the Women’s League, 
carrying on, as it does, a great deal of the legislative and constructive work. It is 
composed of representatives of the various women’s interests on the campus, of the 
classes, and also of the houses. 


This year a new plan has been put into effect, whereby the membership is reduced 
to about thirty-six, while at the same time each campus interest remains adequately 
represented. This insures a group small enough to make real co-operation and freedom 
of discussion possible, and at the same time large enough to be thoroughly represen- 


tative. 


The Women’s Senate makes recommendations for changes in rules, discusses prob- 
lems of interest to women in general, and keeps the League in running order. All of 
its sessions are open to anyone who cares to come and hear the discussion, and any 
woman likewise may recommend a subject or change in legislation for consideration. 
It is in this capacity that the Senate may be considered as the central and most im- 
portant body of the Women’s League.

The Men’s Senate, established in 1907, early had as its purpose the furtherance of 
co-operative understanding between students and faculty. It was the supreme legis- 
lative body of the school. 


Through the twenty years of its evolution it became steadily more active. Under 
the latest reorganization of student government, however, it has assumed a position 
subsidiary to the new Student Council. The Senate now acts solely as the legislative 
body for men’s activities and its president has a seat on the Student Council. 


In the past year the body has controlled the TieUp and the general program of 
organized competition between the two lower classes; it has handled the sale and 
administration of Freshman Caps and headed up the Cap Burning Celebration. In 
addition, the Men’s Senate was in charge of the Annual Football Banquet, and in- 
augurated the practice of donating a Hundred Dollar Scholarship to a deserving man. 


The Senate consists of seventeen men—the presidents of the four college classes, two 
representatives from each class and one from the Conservatory, the Editor-in-Chief of 
the Review, the president of the Varsity “O” Club, president of the Y. M. C. A., 
and the cheerleader.

It encourages local chapters in the larger cities, it sponsors fall and mid-winter 
home-comings, it assists in the raising of scholarship and endowment funds, it maintains 
a file of all graduates, it helps arrange commencement class reunions, and is a general 
clearing-house for all alumni matters. 
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The Student Chest was organized eight years ago, for the purpose of centralizing all 


charitable appeals on the campus. 


It takes care of a portion of the expenses for Oberlin-in-Shansi, the Y. W. C. A., 
the Y. M. C. A., and a contribution to the Student Friendship Fund. 


This year there have been approximately 1,400 pledges totalling nearly $10,600. 
This total is far short of meeting the budget, and the dependent organizations will be 


handicapped in realizing their aims. 


The Student Chest plan is not a means to do away with charitable appeals, but 
rather to gather them together for a single presentation. This is believed to be better 


because : 
1. It meets the actual needs of charitable organizations. 
2. It protects the student body from many petty appeals. 


3. It aids the student in giving to charity what is reasonable, and protects him from 


over pledging in response to emotionable appeals.

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SEASON’S SUMMARY 


Oberlin faced the 1925 Football season with the ex- 
pectation of being represented by a mediocre team; for 
not often is it possible for a school to lose its coach, and 
nine varsity men, and then present a formidable eleven 
the following season. But we Oberlinites are coming to 
learn that nothing is impossible. Coach Hughes came to 
us last year a non-entity, took the odds and ends of a 
71 team of the previous year, and built up another 
Oberlin championship team and one of the strongest Ohio 
Conference elevens of all time. 


Ad . Our spirits suffered a serious setback last spring when 

Mackachron we learned that Coach Hughes had accepted a call to 

Clack DePauw University. Certainly Oberlin was justified in 

feeling that “there goes your old ball game.” But our 

ever-alert Athletic Department made a real find in Coach 

Paul MacEachron, who led the Oberlin Football team through its second successive 

undefeated season. We afiirm the statement of The Cleveland Plain Dealer in saying, 

“Coach MacEachron deserved a lot of credit for the way in which he constructed a 
near-champion from the odds and ends of the great eleven of 1924.” 


Coach MacEachron has indeed been fortunate this year in being aided by three 
graduate players. Fox, an end on Reserve’s team of last year, “Fat” McPhee and 
“Speedy” Speegle of our own 1924 championship team helped “Mac” whip his men 
into shape. By taking the work of fundamentals upon their shoulders, these assistants 
made it possible for MacEachron to give his time to the betterment of the varsity team. 


But coaches can’t win the game for us. Football circles everywhere recognize the 
consistent prowess of Oberlin’s Football teams. The Plain Dealer sports writer struck 
the keynote of this season’s success when he remarked that, “it seems that Oberlin can 
lose its star players, change coaches, and do everything else that is popularly supposed 
to ruin a Football team and yet keep right on winning. Being a championship team 
that was supposed to have surrendered its title on last Commencement Day, Oberlin 
has performed much as Notre Dame. Oberlin did not graduate its winning habit.”

At half time in the Albion game neither team had scored. The ball hovered about 
the 50 yd. line throughout the period with few threats from either side. As the second 
period opened, however, something happened and happened quickly.

Intercepting a pass from Wickenden, Baldwin-Wallace ran 70 yds. for a touch- 
down, the first score of the game. Urged on by the fighting spirit of Capt. Wagner, 
Oberlin scored a touchdown early in the second quarter. With the score 6-6 Fleming 
caught a fair catch on the Baldwin-Wallace 18 yd. line and Thomas booted a perfect 
free-kick through the Baldwin-Wallace goal posts. Thus Oberlin disposed of the first 
obstacle in the Ohio Conference Championship race. 


Hansbury Hastings 
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WOOSTER 13-0 


The result of this game was one of the greatest upsets of the season, as Wooster was 
doped to win by several touchdowns. Going on the field as underdogs, Oberlin caught 
its rivals asleep and proceeded to score in the first quarter, via a pass from Poe to 
Hastings. In the second quarter, Wooster, with the wind in her favor, secured a 
; { footing on Oberlin’s 22 yd. line. It appeared that the score would be tied as the 

\ Oberlin line was being pierced consistently, but Wagner intercepted a Wooster pass, 
| and the half ended 7-0. 


At the beginning of the second half, Wooster massed its forces, and on two occasions 
took the ball to Oberlin’s 33 yd. line, only to lose it on fumbles. Oberlin’s second score 
came in the last quarter after Hansbury had intercepted a pass on Wooster’s 23 yd. 

S line. Wickenden, Poe, and Hansbury smashed through the line and skirted the ends 
until the ball was advanced to Wooster’s 1 yd. line. From here Poe carried it across 
on a line plunge, and Wooster’s Home-coming became a grand success from a Crimson 
and Gold point of view.

On a field that necessitated prompt action, “Art” Poe see-sawed through the Case 
line in the first two minutes of the annual Oberlin-Case clash. Burr added the extra 
point. With the score 7-0, on a gridiron that hardly permitted an effective offense, 
Oberlin players contented themselves with keeping Case subdued. Although outpunted 
and outpassed, Oberlin scored six first-downs to three for Case. 


MT. UNION 0-0 


When Oberlin took the field against Mt. Union, three regulars were on the bench 
because of injuries. In the first half the Crimson and Gold clearly outplayed their 
rivals, and nearly scored in the first few minutes. After this the punch which was 
exhibited at Wooster was entirely lacking. Oberlin was lucky not to have been scored 
upon in the final quarter. The game ended in a scoreless tie, which was enough to 
deprive us of half-claim to the Ohio Conference Championship.

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ROCHESTER 24-0 


Starting her Second team against Rochester, Oberlin ran up the largest score of the 
season. The first touchdown of the game came on a 20 yd. pass to Hastings, who had 
gone in to replace Jones. Although at the beginning of the second half Rochester 
played its best football, it was during this period that Poe scored the second touchdown. 
After Hosfield had skirted the ends for six points the second string men again took 
the field, and immediately Tenney proceeded to pick up a fumble and romp 25 yds.

RESERVE 14-6 


Recovering an Oberlin fumble and racing 45 yds. for a touchdown in the first three 
minutes of play, Reserve furnished the first thrill of a game played on a water-soaked 
gridiron. Due to the muddy field and slippery ball, the game was marred with 
numerous fumbles, and Oberlin’s first score came as a result of this. Hastings re- 
covered a fumbled punt on the Reserve one-yard line, and Hansbury shot through left 
guard for Oberlin’s first six points. In the final quarter Hastings took the ball from 
the finger-tips of the Reserve passer and raced 55 yards for the final touchdown. The 
mud and rain was undoubtedly a great handicap to both teams, and necessitated the 
use of straight football throughout.

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MIAMI 18-7 


Displaying its greatest offensive work of the year, the Oberlin grid machine ran over 
Miami in the last game of the season, winning 18 to 7. Time and again Poe, Hosfeld, 
and Burr slipped through the great rents torn in the Red and White forward wall, 
while Hansbury reeled off yard after yard with his open field work around the ends. 
Except at the very start of the struggle the Oberlin line outcharged Miami consistently, 
but the fighting spirit of the southerners left the victory in doubt until the final quarter 
was all but over. In the first quarter, with Oberlin fighting with her back to the wall 
to prevent a score, Hansbury intercepted a pass from Miami and streaked down the 
side of the field, 75 yards for Oberlin’s first counter. Again, in the second period when 
Oberlin’s offense began to get under way, it was Hansbury who circled the end for a 
gain of 25 yards. From the one yard line Poe carried the ball over for the second 
touchdown. Miami’s score came in the second period. A long pass put the ball on 
the two yard line, and four plays netted a touchdown. Oberlin’s third marker came in 
the fourth quarter, when Hansbury received a punt and raced to the three yard line. 
From here Hosfield plunged through for the final score. In a few seconds the game 
was over, and the remarkable and successful football season of 1925 with it. 


Crafts 
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During the football season of 1924, the need of additional seats for spectators at the 
Oberlin athletic field became urgent. Soon after the close of that season a preliminary 
sketch was prepared for a stadium that would meet the present and prospective needs 
of Oberlin College. It was felt that if funds could be secured to build 2,500 seats of 
the proposed equipment, the college would be justified in going forward with the plan. 
Late in January, 1925 a circular was sent to many of the alumni and former students 
of Oberlin College containing sketches of the proposed plan and inviting subscriptions 
at $12.50 per seat. 


Two of the conditions of these pledges were as follows: (1) that they should not 
be enforceable until subscriptions for a total of 1,600 seats were received by April 1st; 
and (2) that sufficient funds should be provided from other sources to satisfy the 
college that it could proceed with the erection of at least 2,500 seats of the stadium. 


from the 1925 season, a contract was let for the construction of 3,035 seats, to cost 
$31,762. Upon this basis, the construction of the stand began immediately after 


commencement in June, and the greater part of the stand was ready for use for the 
opening game, Sept. 26th. 


It was with a feeling of pride and exhilaration that we greeted our new stadium 
last fall. No longer must we fear the collapse of the old wooden bleachers, no longer 
must we suffer because of lack of seating capacity,—we are proud to show “Our” 


stadium to our guests and friends. The stadium is a fitting memorial to Oberlin’s 
athletic prowess.

The Oberlin track season cannot be termed a 
success from the standpoint of games won. 
Four intercollegiate meets were held beside the 
Big Six, only one of which was won by the

large scores. These losses were due to the fact 
that Oberlin, although strong in the track events, (

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CROSS-COUNTRY 1925 


Three victories and one defeat topped off by winning the “Big-Six” is no mean 
record for one cross-country season. Oberlin may well be proud of her 1925 cham- 


pionship team. 


Having lost four men by graduation, she dropped her first meet to Wooster at 
Wooster, 26-29. Although the score was close, the race was closer: and had the 
course been familiar to our men, Parsons would likely have taken first place, and the 
meet might have been ours. 


Determined to avenge this defeat, the Oberlin “harriers” twice finished their whole 
team before any of their opponents crossed the line—this at the expense of Akron and 
Reserve. 


Oberlin’s prospects at the “Big-Six” were anything but encouraging. Believing that 
a team may be “down but never out,” the cross-country team went “down” to the 
classic run of the season and came “out” victorious, thus making it our second cham- 
pionship team in the last three years. Parsons finished a scant 100 yds. behind Emory 
of Miami, and came in 200 yds. ahead of Carouthers of Wooster, who had beaten him 
earlier in the fall. The other men finished about as expected, and it was left to 
Amstutz to furnish the thrill of the day by beating out Ingalls and McKelvy. Only 
the first fiva men in counted in the scoring, yet it is significant that Oberlin’s six men 
were in before any of the other schools had finished five.
